To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Evesham  Rural  District 

Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Evesham  for  the  year  1970  and  the  work  carried 
out  by  your  Health  Department. 

The  statistics  reflect  a generally  satisfactory 
state  of  health  in  the  District.  The  figures  compare 
favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  standardised  death  rate,  the  infant  mortality  rate, 
the  neonatal  and  perinatal  death  rates  are  all  below  the 
national  average.  There  were  only  4 infant  deaths,  three 
of  them  under  4 weeks  of  age. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  measles  was 
the  main  disease  notified,  154  cases.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  or  smallpox  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  on 
the  register  continues  the  downward  trend,  22  cases  at  the 
end  of  1970,  compared  with  28  at  the  end  of  1969. 

I acknowledge  with  thanks  the  assistance  I have 
received  from  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  D.E. 
Berry,  and  his  staff,  especially  Miss  E.  Shervington,  in  the 
compilation  of  this  report,  and  I should  like  to  thank  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Council  and  their  officers 
for  continued  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Toddler  Clinic  at  Evesham » 


Some  of  the  children  from  the  villages  surrounding  Evesham 
attended  this  clinic  which  was  held  monthly  at  the  Evesham  Clinic, 
waterside,  commencing  in  June,  1970. 

The  object  of  the  clinic  is  to  provide,  for  those  who  wish  to 
make  use  of  the  service,  a medical  check-up,  including  vision  and 
earing  tests,  for  children  below  school  age,  normally  at  the  age 
of  about  3 years..  This  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  detection, 
and,  where  possible,  the  correction  of  defects  which  would  other- 
wise, be  unlikely  to  come  to  light  until  the  routine  medical 
examination  at  school  entry  at  5 years  old.  It  also  enables 
parents  to  discuss  with  the  doctor  any  problems  they  may  have 
encountered  in  connection  with  the  development  and  progress  of  the' 
children.  6 

At  present,  because  of  the  shortage  of  medical  staff,  it  is 
only . possible  to  offer  this  facility  to  a limited  number  of  childrc 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  service  will  become  more  generally  avails"' 
m future  yearsfJ  ~ 8 - 
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( b ) Health  Visiting  and  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing  Services . 

These  services  were  organised  hy  the  County  Health  Department 
to  cover  the  various  parishes  in  the  District. 

The  Health  Visiting  of  the  elderly  and  chronic  sick  was 
carried  out  hy  Geriatric  Health  Visitors  operating  from  the  Eveshs 
clinic  - Tel.  No.  Evesham  6947. 

Antenatal  Classes.  Relaxation  classes  and  health  education 
discussions  were  held  at  Evesham  Clinic  weekly  on  Thursday 
afternoons  throughout  the  year. 

(c)  School  Health  Service. 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school 
health  service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  medical 
inspections  of  school  children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics 
e.g.,  orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  audiometric,  speech  therapy 
child  guidance  clinics,  etc.,  were  available  for  the  reference  of 
children  'where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was 
required. 

As  in  previous  years,  special  attention  was  given  to  handi- 
capped children  in  helping  them  to  overcome  their  difficulties 
and  providing  them  with  education  suited  to  their  needs. 

( d)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical 
analysis  of  water,  milk,  etc.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  provided,  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester,  facilities 
for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk  and  specimens 
in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  prevention  of  spread  of 
infectious  disease.

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district,  but 
the  one  under  private  ownership  at  Leedons  Camp,  Broadway,  is 
open  to  the  public.  The  Council,  in  pursuance  of  their 
powers  under  Section  233  of  trie  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  have 
made  Byelaws  for  the  control  of  swimming  baths  which  do  not 
come  under  their  management. 


Rainfall  gaugings  figures  are  supplied  monthly  to  the 
Council  from  Evesham,  but  no  figures  can  be  given  for  Beckforr 
as  these  are  no  longer  available. 

In  order  to  increase  the  information  on  rainfall  in  the 
district  to  assist  in  the  design  and  operation  of  sewage  works 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  installed  rain  gauges  at 
Blackminster  and  Inkberrow,  and  the  figures  for  1970  are  given
